NEW 
FIRES 


RAILROAD LINE 


IS THREATENED 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug 12—The 


transcontinental line of the Southern 
Pacific railroad and wire communi- 
cation were threatened during the 
night by a forest fire burning near 
Floriston, in tde higher levels of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. 


The fire was reported 
burning 


fiercely on both sides of the railroad 
along which iu£ wire line's run, with 
a high wind frustrating all efforts at 
control. 


Power lines of the Truckee river 


power company were burned 
out 


crippling mines of the 
Comstock 


lode, which depends upon the com- 
pany for power. Another fire was 
burning in the Merced river valley, 
a f.ew miles from El Portal, in the 
vicinity of Yosemite national park. 
Farmers, woodsmen and convicts 
from the state highway camps near 
Briceburg were fighting the flames. 


Other fires, including the danger- 


ous blaze in Bautiste canyon, Cleve- 
land national forest, were reported 
controlled.

Walsh Broadcast Speech for 


Benefit of Jurors. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Edward 


L. Doheny, lessee of naval oil reserve 
No. 1, in California, and his son, 
Edward L Doheny, jr., today filed 
motions in the District of Columbia 
supreme court, asking that their in- 
dictments in the oil cases be quashed 
on the ground that Secretary Walsh 
made a speech-on the radio, "with 
the intent that the grand jury should 
hear his statement" 


The petition set forth 
Walsh's 


speech in full, and declared that 


Walsh intended that "the jurors 
listen in on the receiving sets should 
hear his statements." 


Walsh's 
speech 
reviewed •the 


whole oil scandal case and analysis 
the testimony, mentioning the Do- 
heny name several times. 


The Dohenys were indicted by the 


grand jury with conspiracy with 
Albert Fall, to defraud the govern- 
ment in the leasing of the reserve 
and for offering a bribe to Fall.

cluded 
At the outset, Leopold was 


held the leader of the combination, 
but gradually the alienists tore down 
this belief, and set Loeb up as the

Major General Harbord, on Decem- 
ber 5, 1922 He was adjutant general 
under Pershing on the expedition 
into Mexico and commanded troops 
and served at general headquarters 
in France.

Democrats Gleeful Over GuarantSs

"does not warrant belief that a 
democratic administration Would em- 
brace labor's-demands."-

The reply of Gompers will be is- 


sued from Atlantic City, where 
he 


. will remain for a month, recuperat- 
jing, while his agents are organizing 
' the LaFollette labor movement. 


The Davis 
statements 
likewise 


caused concern in the LaFollette 
rnaks, because they are all embodied 
in the LaFollette platform. Comment 
will be issued shortly by LaFollette

outside with the suds, using a. nail 
brush and frequently dip the -hat un- 
der the water. 
Look carefully for 


spots and when the hat is 
clean 


rinse it in fresh water to which you 
have added ammonia—about a table- 
spoonful to each gallon 
of water.

bleaching process. 
Rinse until all 


the suds are removed. 


In the next two rinsing waters put 


glycerine, using one tablespoonful of 
glycerine to each quart 
of water. 


This will make the hat supple and 
give the desired gloss. Dip the hat 
upward and downward in this mix- 
ture, then pour some of the glycer- 
ine water over it. 
All the water 


used should be of the same tempera- 
ture. 


Fold a Turkish towel, lay the hat 


on it and place it in the direct sun- 
light. Mould the hat into shape with 
the fingers; when nearly dry turn 
jit so the sun can play on all parts 


I of the^ hat. When perfectly dry the 


I hat will look like new.

Familiar With What Statutes 


Require of Them. 


\ "The laws of Nebraska," Couuty 
Attorney Matson said, "are very spe- 
cific in many matters pertaining to 
the operation 
of motor 
vehicles. 


Many of these requirements are fla- 
grantly 
violated in dozens of in- 


stances every day due in part per- 
haps to ignorance of the law. Here 
are some of the important require- 
ments of the law that should be kept 
in mind by all who operate motor 
vehicles. 


"L No person 
shall 
operate a 


motor vehicle on any highway in this 
state at a rate of speed exceeding 
thirty-five miles per hour. Upon ap- 
proaching an intersection of high- 
ways or a bridge or a sharp curve 
or a steep descent 
or another ve- 


hicle or an animal or person outside 
of any village ov city, the 
person 


operating the • ehicle shall reduce 
the speed to a rate of not more than 
fifteen 
miles per hour. Upon ap- 


proaching any place where passen- 
gers are getting on Or off street cars, 
the vehicle shall be brought to a full 
stop and shall not start again until 
the street car starts, provided, that 
in cities "where provisions have been 
made by ordinance for safety zones, 
the vehicles may pass outside such 
safety zone without stopping. 


"2. Whenever any person 
over- 


takes another travelling in the same 
direction and shall by sound or call 
indicate to the driver of the vehicle 
ahead that he desires to pass, it is 
the duty of the driver of the vehicle 
in front if the nature of the ground 
or condition ot his load will permit, 
to turn to the right of the center of 
the road promptly and the driver of 
the car behind shall turn to the left 
of the center of the road and pass 
without interferring or interrupting, 
and shall not return to the center of 
the road until at least 30 feet ahead 
of the vehicle passed. 


"3. In the event of a collison or 


accident, it is the duty of the driver 
of the car to stop and render aid, 
which includes the conveying of in- 
jured persons to a physician or hos- 
pital and must give to the- occupants 
of the other vehicle or person struck 
the number of his motor rehicle, the 
name of the owner, and the names 
of the passengers or occupants in the 
vehicle at the time of the collision. 


"4. Every motor vehicle while in 


use on the public highways must be 
provided with good and sufficient 
brakes, also with suitable 
horn or 


other signal and have exhibited dur- 
ing the period of one hour after sun 
set and one hour before sunrise, two 
lamps on four wheeled motor 
ve- 


hicles, showing white light visible 
within a reasonable distance 
from 


the direction in which the vehicle 
is proceeding and a red light vis- 
ible from the reverse direction. 


"5. No person 
shall 
operate a 


motor vehicle on the public high- 
ways unless he shall at all times 
have displayed one number plate on 
the back of the vehicle and one num- 
ber plate on the front. In all cases 
such number plate shall be securely 
fastened to the vehicle so as to pre- 
vent such plates from swinging and 
at a minimum distance of 16 laches 
from the ground. 
No person shall 


attach to or display on the motor ve- 
hicle any number plate or certificate 
other than that assigned to it for the 
current ye»r and shall not attach 
fictitious or altered number plates. 
All Ic-Ucrs. numbers printing. -wrJti.j.e 
and o'hcr identification marks upon 
the number plates, acd certificate. 
shall be fcep1 clear and dis'Jact asd 
free from crease, dust or other blurr- 
ing matter so that they shall be 
plainly visible at all times during 
day light and under artificial light 
in th* nieht time."

to forget 
the 
Hessian lly. There 


were many fields of wheat this year 
which were seriously damaged by 
the fly and some ot them were, in 
fact, plowed up because they were 
so poor that the\ could not possibly 
produce eve>i a lair crop. With fav- 
orable conditions tor the fly from 
now on. it can again prove to be a 
very serious pest in the wheat which 
is to be sown this fall. 


"The following 
points should be 


kept in mind iu regard to contiol of 
this pest: 
Flow as tarly as possible 


and prevent the growth of volunteer 
wheat and do not seed before the 
last week in September. While we 
occasionally get high yields 
from 


earlier sown wheat, the average 
yields are the highest according to 
the results secured at the experi- 
ment station iu Lincoln by seeding 
during the iast week in September."

His 
ability at astronomy and mathemat- 
ics astonished the naval men. 
He 
was given a commission as a lieuten- 
ant in the navy and sent as com- 
mander of a vessel with some scien- 
tists to ohserve a solar eclipse only 
visible in the South Seas. So strong 
were the scientists' recommendations 
of the astronomer-sailor that the 
Admiralty sent him on a voyage of 
discovery, in 1772, by means of which 
England hoped- to locate a great 
Antarctic continent. 
The great voyage of Captain Cook 
lasted three years. He sailed some 
70,000 miles, circumnavigating the 
earth and exploring its surface eo 
thoroughly, particularly the South- 
ern Hemisphere, that he covered 
three times its actual circumference. 
His discoveries and observations on 
New Zealand and Australia, then 
known as New Holland, were re- 
sponsible for the English securing 
these vast islands from the weak 
grasp of the Dutch. 


Among the many islands he dis- 


covered in the Pacific were the Ha- 


several great steamers Will 
sail from America laden with 


happy tourists bound around the 
world. The steamers are seven hun- 
dred feet long or more, contaiil half 
a dozen passenger decks requiring 
the use of elevators, and are to all 
intents and purposes great floating 
hotels. 
What a far cry it is from the 


25,000-ton liner to the little ship in 
which Captain Cook put a girdle 
round the earth. At various places 
the big ships touch the tourists will 
hear of Captain Cook—how he dis- 
covered this certain -country, how 
he charted this ocean, how he ex- 
plored this island and how he was 
finally murdered by a horde of sav- 
ages in Hawaii, now a. civilized and 
pleasant colony of the United States.

Con- 
venient plugs placed at needed points 
enable us to arrange the lighting as 
befits our individual needs. One 
satisfying thing about the conven- 
ient lights is they are also incon- 
spicuous and seem to naturally fit 
In -where they are placed. 


Of course, the shading of these 
lights is the charming feature about 
them. Never were there as many in- 
novations in shape and material as 
there are in use to-day—a shade for 
every kind of light. 
The outer 
shades for inverted ceiling lights are 
invariably made to match the dec- 
orations of the rooms in which they 
are placed and they are generally 
made of some silken stuff, some- 
thing thin enough not to obstruct 
the light, but colorful enough to 
look attractive when the light shines 
through them. The coloring should 
never be pronounced enough to at- 
tract the eye upward in the daylight, 
a point that interior decorators are 
very particular to avoid. 


One unwritten law is that the 
shade must harmonize with the lamp 
base, and this is true especially of 
table lamps. 
For instance, if the 
base happens to be a Chinese jar or 
figure, the shade must be decorated 
with Chinese motifs, no matter what 
the material may be.

What Science Advises 


In an Osteo-Myelitis Case

ONE tissue consists largely of mineral matter, 
chief of which is lime. 
Dried bones as we pick them up In the 


fields are- hard and brittle. Live bone is quite a 
different thing. It is a living, bleeding, sensitive 
tissue, subject to inflammation, pus formation, 
destruction and new growth. 


Covering each bone is a firm, fibrous material, 


called the "periosteum." This clings to the bone 
and can be stripped off only with, difficulty. Bones 
are richly provided with blood-vessels and nerves. 
The long bones have great spaces in the middle filled with spongy 
marrow. 


When the bone is inflamed, the trouble may begin on the outside, 


causing what is called "periostitis"-! 
—inflammation of the covering of 
the bone," the periosteum. 
When the long bones—the bones 


having "marrow—are inflamed and 
diseased, the trouble is called "osteo- 
myelitis," meaning inflammation of 
the bone and marrow. 
Whether the inflammation begins 


in the periosteum or in the marrow 
or substance of the bone, it is but 
a short time when all the bone struc- 
tures are involved. For this reason, 
inflammation of the bones generally 
Is referred to as osteo-myelitis. 


Osteo-myelitis is duo almost with- 


out exception to" infection. 
The 


poison or aeptic substance may bs 
introduced from outside the body. 
For instance, there may be an in- 
jury of such severity as to crush the 
soft tissues and injure the bone. 
Sometimes the disease follows a 


compound fracture. This is a form 
of fracture in which the bone is 
broken and the splintered ends per- 
forate the .soft tissues and skin. 
This produces a condition -which is 
just right to pick up dirt and germs. 
Osteo-myelitis may follow. 
Germs are like people—they have 


preferences. Let the germs of dis- 
ease attack a certain tissue some- 
where in the body anil there seems 
to be developed an appetite for this 
particular food. For instance, if the 
mastoid bone becomes diseased and 
the germs axe multiplyingythere, they 
may be carried to distant parts of 
the body and attack other bones. So 
in osteo-myelitis the bone infection 
may travel from bone to bone!" The 
signs are those always met 61 septic 
infection. Chill, high fever, bound- 
ing 
pulse, coated 
tongue, 
foul 
breath, prostration, and, if the case 
progresses unfavorably, 
delirium, 


are the symptoms. 
The tissues over the affected bona 
are tender. Redness, swelling and 
great pain are noted. If the case 
goes on there will be pus formation. 
These cases require prompt and 


skillful treatment. Do not trust to 
poultices 
and 
local applications. 


There must be free drainage. Have 
your doctor and surgeon take charge 
of the case and exercise their judg- 
ment. 
Osteo-myelitis is not a condition to 


be trifled with or given palliative 
treatment. Your doctor is the per- 
son to be called without delay.

COUNCILMEN HOLD 


A STORMY SESSION 


Allen Cowgill Figures Strongly 


in Spirited Discussion of Com- 


missioners Monday 


Afternoon. 


Lacking only a drummer boy and 


gunpowder 
for stage atmosphere, 


the weekly meeting of the city com- 
mission Monday afternoon presented 
the essential features of a pitched 
battle, with Commissioner Cowgill 
holding a defensive front against his 
impatient fellow members. 


lu the course of the session, Chief 


of Police Johnstone was called upon 
10 produce public papers from 
the 


desk of Commissioner Cowgill, fol- 
lowing refusal of the commissioner 
to put them on the council table. 
Ban ages oC uncomplimentary words 
punctuated the entire ^session. Per- 
sonalities were not spared in the 
least. 
Commissioners Wright and 


Uayton, against Cowgill, took part 
in a majority of the skirmishes, in- 
Jurming each other of their opposing 
opinions, in full detail. 
| 


Hostilities began immediately up-' 


on opening the session, with a com- 
plaint directed at the street depart- 
pient. An owner of property along 
South Fifty-first street declared that 
no attention had been paid to that 
street for two years, until "it looks 
like an Indian street, if you have 
ever seen one," he said. 


Commissioner Cowgill replied that 


"the complaint was typical of those 
received daily in his 
department; 


that his department was not being 
run for the improvement of outlying 
i-eal estate, and that the street un- 
der discussion was one 
of 
those 


which lack of money make it impos- 
sible to repair. Questions about mo- 
tor driven equipment in the street 
department intimated criticism of 
the policy of buying motorized ma- 
chinery for street work. 


Next in order, W, L. Gregory, of 


Woods Brothers, appeared before 
the commission. 
All legal prepara- 


tions for the paving of M street be- 
tween Thirty-third and Thirty-sev- 
enth had been completed months 
ago, 
he said. Property owners are 


willing and anxious to pay for the 
paving and $30,000 
worth of im- 


provements are being delayed until 
the pavement is laid. All that re 
mains to be done is to advertise for 
bids, yet the project is being held 
up indefinitely, he charged. 


Commissioner Cowgill replied that 


he received the final resolution on 
the project less than two hours be- 
fore, and wanted a week in which 
lo consider it 
Commissioner Day- 


ton said the resolution was merely 
a matter of form, and needed no fur- 
ther 
consideration. 
Mr.^ Gregory 


urged immediate action, 
declaring 


that two other projects started at 
the same time had been completed, 
and that action was being delayed 
without good reason.

commission passed a resolution di-

The Spirit of the Treaty. 


Philadelphia Ledger: The navy de- 


partment has recently had several 
proposals 
before congress to in- 


crease the gun elevation on capital 
war vessels for the purpose of giv- 
ing them a wider firing radius. 
Since the Washington conference 
our right to make this alteration has 
been a matter of doubt Now it is 
known that the British government 
has raised the question to a diplo- 
matic status by informing "Washing- 
ton that, in the British opinion, the 
alteration would be a violation of the 
Washington treaties. 


A clause in one of these pacts pro- 


vides that "no alteration in side ar- 
mor, in caliber, in number or general 
type of mounting shall be permit- 
ted." 
A slight change in the "gen- 


eral type of mounting" would be nec- 
essary to give the guns an increased 
elevation. 


While several of the most modern 


of American ships probably outrange 
any vessel in the British navy, it is 
generally admitted that, taking both 
navies as a whole, the arerage range 
is in favor of the British. 
It is for 


this reason that the navy department 
has urged the alteration. 


Technicalities aside, it is clearly 


the intent of the Washington treaty 
to prohibit any change in the fight- 
ing strength of capital ships that 
came within its purview.
